ter the Romanes had baniſhed their Kings, re- 
D, mooued their Conſuls, and placed tenne principal 
&© Magiſtrates called Decemwirs,yeerely by turne to go- 
uerne their Citie , they ſent iii. Embaſſadours to 
a Athens, and other Cities of Greece, to learne and 
e fetch them the Lawes of Solon, and other aunci- 
ent rites , and ordinances of thoſe Cities: which being brought to 
Rome,were peruſed by the faid ten Magiſtrates and the Senate,and 
one by one were by them examined, ſifted, & refourmed according 
to the time, their maner of gouernement and the nature of their 
e, and reduced into tenne Tables: Then were they publiſhed 

to the whole multitude ofthe citizens, eſtabliſned by the 3 5. Tribes, 
ingraued in pillars of Braſſe, and ſet in a moſt open place ofthe Ci- 
tie for all men to behold, to the intent that eche man might at his 
lleaſure dayly peruſe the ſame, and no wayes be ignorant of thoſe 
wes, which he was bound to obey. By which Tables and other 
two ſhortly after thereunto annexed , the floriſhing Romane Em- 
pire was chiefly gouerned by the ſpace of many ages, and they do 
remaine the ground of the Ciuil Lawes vſed to thi — diuers 
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partes of the world. Euen ſo, when the mightie God of lacob had Exd.7.&c. 


with diuers miraculous plagues puniſhed the land of Egypt for his 
ele people of Iſraels ſake, caried them thorow the red ſea,drowned 
therein King Pharao and his hoſte, ſweerned the bitter waters for 
them to drinke,ſent them food from heauen, and brought them by 
acloudy pillar in the day, and a fierie pillar in the night vntill they 
came to mount Sinai, he then gaue them diuers commaunde- 
ments, and made vnto them many Lawesand ſtatutes, concerning 
due honour to be done vnto him, concerning their duetie to their 
Princes, Magiſtrates, and Leuites, to their parentes, neighboures, 
and ſtrangers, concerning the direction, order and guiding of their 
wiues, children, ſeruants, lands, goods, and other things neceſſarie 


for the vic of man. And then molt ſtraitly charged them, that the Ders. rr. 


ſame commaundements ſhould be in their hearts, that they ſhould ' 
ſhew them vnto their children, that they ſhould talke ot them when 
they were at home in their houſes, & as they walke by the —

loſua$, 
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— lie done, and when they riſe vp, that they ſhould bind them 
for a ſigne vpon ther hands, that hey ſhould be waraings betwixt 
their eyes; that they ſhould write them vpon the poſtes of their 
houſes, and ypon their gates, And moreouer when they came into 
the land of promiſe, that they ſhould ſet vp great ſtones in mount 
Ebal, plaſter them with plaſter, and write vpon them all the wordes 
of thoſe Lawes ', Which commaundements Ioſua the ſeruaunt of 
the Lord did after moſt faithfully perfourme, With which good ex- 
amples and ſuch like, together with the care of their ſubiectes by 
Almighty God to them committed, the vertuous Princes and go- 
uernours of this Realme being mooued , haue not onely prouided 
for the due obſeruation of the Lawes of G OD within theſe their 
kingdomes and Prouinces, piked forth the pureſt iuice and pithieſt 
marow of the Lawes ofthe Romanes and other Regions, and from 
time to time by the aduice of their Nobles and conſent of their 
Commons , decreed, altered, and reformed the ſame according to 
the inclination oftheir ſubiectes, and diſpoſition of the inhabitantes 
of their Dominions, but alſo haue bene moſt carefull that thoſe 
Lawes and ſtatutes which were newely ordeined , ſhould bein ſuch 
ſort publiſhed , pred abroad, and made knowen, that eche perſon 
bound toobey the ſame, might take knowledge of that whereby he 
was to liue, to receive bene fite, or ſuſtaine loſſe, (alwayes intending 
that thoſe Lawes which the finger of God hath written in the heart 


of man, or nature infuſed into him vpon his firſt creation, or reaſon, 


the only cogniſance of mankind inſtilled into his breſt, or which the 
auncient Maximes and cuſtomes of the Realme, the very ground of 
all our common Lawes haue inſtructed him, be not to any Engliſh- 
man hauing the cleere yſe of Sinderiſi wholy vnknovven,) And 
therefore they haue prouided that their Iuſtices of Oer & dererminer, 
their Iuſtices of Aſſiſe, and gaole deliuery at their general Aſſiſes, 
their Iuſtices of peace at their quarter Seſsiõs, their ſherifes1n their 
Turnes, their Stevvards of Leets and Liberties in their Courts(vnto 
vyhich Aſsiſes, Seſsions, and Courts, the greater number of people 
being aboue the age of xii, yeeres,are bound to reſort) ſhould not 
only openly declare vvhat Lavves and ſtatutes haue bene made for 
the puniſhmet of ſeueral great offences, but alſo ſhould execute the 
paines and penalties of the ſame vpon the trãſgreſſors thereof: that 
the chaſtiſemẽt of ſome might be to others a ſearning to know the 
fame Layves, & alſo a warning to them to auoyd the danger there- 
ol. And further they haue e which

be moſt dangerous, & into the perill whereofthe ignorant people 
are likeſt to de ſhould be openly read in the foreſaid Courts, that 
the hearers thereof ſhould not only vnderſtand themſelues, but alſo 
inſtruct their neighbors at home, of thoſe moſt penall lawes, and of 
the great dangers thereof. And for that cauſe King Ed. 1. ordained 25. Ed. f.;. 
by Parliament, that the ſtatute of Magna c hart. and Charts Foreſt. ſhould 

be openly read in Churches, King R. 2, decreed that the ſtatute of 7.82.6, 
Wincheſter ſhould be openly proclaimed by euery Sherife of Eng- 

land in his proper perſon foure times in the yeere in euery Hundred 

within his Countie, and by his Baillifes in euery market, King H,6, 1. H. 5. 2. 
enioynedeuery Sherife ypona great paine, that he ſhould itji.times 

euery yeere through his Bailliwick , proclaime certaine ſtatutes 
prouided for Purueiors. King H. 8, commaunded that the ſta- ,, 145 
tute made for the maintenance of Artillery and debarring of vnlaw- 33. 1.8. 9. 
full games,ſhould be openly proclaimed cuery quarter once, by all 

Maiors, Bailliſes, Shirifes, & other head Officers: And that Iuſtices 

of Gaole deliuery, Iuſtices of aſſiſe, & Iuſtices of peace, ſnould cauſe 

the ſame to be proclaimed in the ſeſſions holden before them. 

M. prouided that the ſtat, made againſt vnlaw full and rebellious aſ- 1. A1. 12. 
ſemblics,ſhould be publiſhed at euery quarter ſeſſions, and at eue 

Leet and Law day. And our Soueraigne Lady Q. El hath by autho- 5. El f. 
ritie of Parliament eſtabliſhed, that the ſtat, ordained for the aſſu- 
rance of her Maieſties royall power ouer al ſtates and ſubiects with- 
in her dominions, ſhould be openly declared at euery quarter ſeſſi- 
ons, and at euery Leet and Law day, and once in euery Terme in the 
open Hall of euery houſe of court & Chauncery, So that in the place 
of praier, in the place of Juſtice , and in the place of ſeeking our pri- 
uat commodity, our princes haue deuiſed to ſound into our eares, 
and to imprint into our memory the effect of the foreſaid lawes, 
with the fruites that be promiſed to the obſeruers, and the puniſh- 
ments which be threatned to the infringers thereof, And ſometime, 
finding time to worke forgerfulneſle or their lenitie to incourage 
ſlacknes in their ſubiects of due obſeruance of ſome ſpecial ſtatutes, 
they do wich a fatherly care by Commiſſion, proclamation, or ſome 
other meanes, gently put them in remẽbranee thereof, requeſtin g. 
perſwading, and as it were vpon their bleſſing charging them that 
they would doe the partes of good children, & obedient obſerue 
thoſe ordinances which were decreed by their owne or their aunce- 
ters conſent, Beſides all this, they haue cauſed to be printed the 
toreſaid ſtatutes wich their preambles, declaring the ſpeciall conſi- 
A, iii. derations

derations of the making of a newe, abrogating, altering, or refor- 
ming an olde lawe, to the intent that euery one which deſireth to 
knowe, may reade, and thereby perceiue the cauſe, and contents of 
the ſame, So that our worthy Princes haue plaied the parts of Gods 
good Lieutenants in theſe their regions, they haue laide a foundati- 
on ofall their ſtatutes and decrees, the word, and euerlaſting Telta- 
ment of the Almighty,they haue vſed thoſe lawes of the Romanes, 
Grecians,Saxons, Normans, and other Countries , which be moſt 
correſpondent to the ordinances of God, conſonant to reaſon, and 
agreeable to the inclination of their ſubiects, they haue indeuoured 
chemſclues further to publiſh them, then ingrauing in Braſſe, or 
writing in ſtone ſetled in one place certaine, can doe, Whereby is 
plainely declared, not onely their great foreſight to make good 
lawes , but alſo their ſpeciall care to notifie the ſame, that ignorance 
might not excuſe offendors, nor want of notice, lead awry ſuch as 
are willing to liue in order. But becauſe the Gouernours of this 
ſtate, from time to time carefull to eee. ſuch lawes, as vvere 
moſt commodious for the vveale publique, haue beene enforced 
to trie many, to continue diuers, to alter and reforme ſome , ac- 
cording to the diſpoſition of the vvauering minded people, fertili- 
tie of the ſoile , quiatneſſe of the gouernment, friendſhip of the 
regions adioyning, and other accidents and circumſtances vvhere- 
unto our humane nature is ſubie& , by that neceſſary meanes our 
ſtatute lavves are grovven to be many, ſome much differing, and 
ſome meere contrary and repugnant to others: for ſithence the 
time of King H. 3. (inthe ix, yeere of vvhoſe raigne Magna Charta 
the firſt ſtatute that vve haue in print,vvas made) there haue beene 
a great number of ſtatutes vvritten, ſome in Latin, ſome in French, 
ſome ordained to be in force for one Kings time, ſome for another, 
ſome repealed in part, and confirmed in part, ſome repealed by ſpe- 
ciall, and ſome by generall vvordes, as by iii, branches of ii, ſeuerall 
ſtatutes , there be at the leaſt x 20,other ſtatutes and braunches of 
ſtatutes repealed , So that time hath vvrought triall , much triall 
hath procured a number, a number prouided at ſeuerall times, by 
ſeuerall perſons, and to ſeuerall endes, hath brought in ſome queſt. 
on vyhich be in force,and vyhich not, and thereby imprinteth feare 
to many vvilling mindes to reade, and diſcouragement to vnder- 
ſtand thoſe lavves, vvhich othervviſe they vvould in their knovy- 
ledge imbrace, and in their deedes obey, Whereupon conſidering 
vvith my ſelſe, hovve carefull our princes haue beene in all ages to 
prouide 
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prouide good lavyes, hovy mindefullto publiſh them, and hovv de- 
{irous to ſee them obſerued : And againe remembring hoyy ioyfull 
euery good Subiect is of good lavves, hovve ready to learne them, 
and hovve obedient to execute them, and that the Prince and the 
ſubiectes doing their partes, onely time( the beginner, increaſer and 
ſubuerter of humane policies) hath vvrought ſome defects and pro- 
cured ſome difficultie in vnderſtanding of our ſtatute lawes, euer 
ment to be moſt plaine and eaſie to conceiue: I therefore (Right 
worſhipfull) haue vndertaken to publiſn in our Engliſh tongue, the 
moſt effectuall ſtatutes which be generall, and at this day in force 
and vſe, together with thoſe ſtatutes which doe limit the authoritie 
and duetie of Iuſtices of peace, Sherifes, and certaine other neceſſa- 
rie Magiſtrares, and which doe teach them hovv to rule, and hovve 
to obey. Wherin my meaning in the beginning of mine enterpriſe, 
vyas to ſette dovvne no other ſtatutes but vvhich be to all, or at 
the leaſt, to ſome intents in force, and not any vvhich eyther be 
vrholy repealed, or vvhereof the vie to all intents is taken avvay, 
hauing an earneſt deſire, and a ſpeciall good vvill to collect at thoſe 
ſtatutes, and braunches of ſtatutes, vvhich be receiued as Lavve 
and in force at this day, and none but vvhich be in force and al- 
lovved for Lavve. But ſithence Salomon himſelfeproclaimeth that 
mans wiſedome is vnperfect, and his knowledge in eche Science 
vncertaine: Therefore I being vtterly deſtitute of that wiſedome, 
and but of ſlender knowledge in the lawes wherein Ideale, nei- 
ther may, doe, nor will preſume to thinke that by any meanes I 
amable to performe my deſired enterpriſe, or to bring to perfecti- 
on this ſo waightie a matter, and ſo intricate a cauſe: For though 
I may ſay with Saint Paul, Nhl mihi canſcius ſums, I knowe not what 
I haue miſtaken, or wherein I haue erred: yet will I not dare to 
report, or be incouraged to affirme that my worke is perfe&, or 
that J haue fully performed my Title, and long wiſhed attempt. 
And for that cauſe, ſtanding in doubt whether I were beſt to con- 
ceale many trueths, or aduenture to report ſome errours: The 
learned Philoſopher M. Tullius whiſpered in mine eare, Qx9« fall, 
decipi,errare humamim eſt, and telling me (fo farre as his prophane 
know!edge extended) to what vie I was borne , and to whoſe 
benefite I ſhoulde live, he preſſed me to hazard ſome part ofmy 
credit to doe my Countrey,and Countreymen good, auowing by 


all his goddes, that ifthe valiant Horatius Cocles had not aduentured Lu dec. f. i.. 
Lu. dec. Aba. 


his life, and the lingring Q. Fabius his honor, for the benefite of their 
A. ih Countrey, 
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Countrey,it is ike that Rome and the name of Romanes had bene 
clere extinct long ume before the Romane Monarch began. But as 
it hath pleaſed you( Right Worſhipful) for the zeale you beate vnto 
Iuſtice, the care you haue of your Countrey, and the good will you 
owe vnto euery good ſubiect to be a furtherer of all honeſt and ver- 
tuous proceedings, and amongſt others to incourage me in this my 
trauaile, and to alſiſt me with your ſage aduice, ſo if in continuing 
your {aid affection, you will vouchſafe to become amongſt vs, an 
other Iuſtinian:you ſhal doubtles finde Tribonian and many of his fe- 
lowes ready with reuerence to attempt your wholſome directions, 
and execute your laufull deuices, and willing not onely to remooue 
thoſe imperfections, which by my weakeneſſe of iudgemẽt, or ſlack- 
neſſe of cõſideration haue happened in this treatiſe, but allo to 
liſh and reforme the neceſſary workes of ſeuerall wiſe and learned 
men, in the lawes of this Realme, wherein time hath wrought ſome 
defects. And as experience, and diuers writers doe tell ys, that the 
name of Tuſtinian remaineth famous to this day in moſt ciuill Na- 
tions vnder Heauen, for only cauſing other men to collect into or- 
der, anda ſmall number of bookes, the ciuill lau es ordeyned by o- 
ther Princes: So you by procuring to be reduced into ſome per- 
fect Method the confuſed number of our la es prouided in ſeuerall 

in ſeuerall maner of gouernments, vpon ſeuerall cauſes, and to 
ſeuerall ends, may purchaſe to your ſelſe perpetuall renou ne of all 
Engliſhmen, uhileſt theſe our Engliſh lawes (hall rule them, And as 
we, which now inioye the benefites of your trauaile in place of Iu- 

ſtice, doe worthily eſteeme you being liuing , ſo ſhall our po- 
ſteritie yet vnborne, taſting the fruites of your ſaid indu- 
ſtrie, and receiuing inſtruction by your direction, 
reuerence your name by the ſpace of 
many generations, after your 
ſoule ſhall reſt in ioy.
